changed  to  one  copied  from  the 
Swi.ss  Guards.

Smith 
traveled  from  the  United  States 
back  and  forth"  to  all  parts  of  the 
Near  and  Far  East,  returning 'to 
give  lectures,  write,  and  show  his 
color  movies.  He  was  Far  Eastern 
editor  of  the  New  York  Sunday 
Mirror,  and  covered  every  major 
activity  of  the  Japanese  army  dur- 
ing the '10  years  priori  to  Pearl 
Harbor.

mechanized  farming.  Because  they  knew  how 
to  drive  a  Fordson  tractor,  they  quickly  learned 
how  to  drive  a  tank.  Its  simplicity  enabled  the 
government  to  make  a  people  barely  emerged 
from  peasant  illiteracy— into  the  skilled  labor- 
force  now  manning  the  Soviet  wer  industry.  To 
Hitler  (until  events  made  him  admit  this  change) 
the  industrial  strength  of  the  Soviet  East  was  a 
Bolshevik  propaganda  myth.  But  to. his  armies, 
the  shells,  guns  and  tanks,  created  in  districts 
where  five  years  ago  there  was  only  steppe, 
desert  or  stone;  by  workers  whom  they  had  been 
taught  were  peasant  ba-rbarians,  remains  an  in- 
explicable realty.  ,  l. 

Russia  lacks  rub'oer,  nickel,  tin  and  alloyfe. 
Thev  are  the  weak  spots  in  her  war  machinery 
whic-H  must  be  strengthened.  Germany  with  tne 
Occupied  Countries  still  has  more  than  four 
times  the  coal  remaining  to  Russia;  /hree  times 
her  pig  iron  and  five  times  her  steel.  Germany 
now  dominates  almost  twice  the  manpower  _of 
Russia  from  Occuppied  Countries.  This  explains. 
Rucsia's  continuing  need  for  planes,  tanks  and 
food  from  the  Allies.  With  superiority  in  in- 
dustry and  manpower  Germany  has  not  been  able 
to  crush  Russia.  Courage,  military  skill,  sound 
■  poUtical  warfare  on  the  home  front  and  a  well 
planned  economy  have  kept  and  will  keep  the 
Soviet  State  as  a  fighting  entity.  In  brilliant  lo- 
cal offensives  the  Red  Army  has  shown  its  abil- 
ity to  attack.  But-  to  convert  the  local  offen- 
sive into  the  grand  assault  which  will  finally 
crush  Hitlerism,  a  .  synchronized  pressure  of 
all  the-  United  Nations  throwing  in  their  re- 
sources and  airpower  is  necessary.  Such  a  joint 
attack  inspired  by  good  cause  add  the 
itnowledge  that  such  overwhelming  strength  will 
bring-  final  victory  to  the  United  Nations?

Soldiers  Should  Know  - 
About  Hospital  Trains 

,Only  a  few  men  in  the  armed  forces  know 
what  a  Hospital  train  is  or  what  it  looks  like. 
These  are  newly  formed  units  in  the  U.  S.  Army, 
and  there  is  little  need  to  impress  their  import- 
ance in  transportation  of  the  sick  and  wounded. 

A  Hospital  train  is  a  typical  fifteen  car  pull- 
man  tr'ainj  equipped  to  transport  litter  and  walk- 
ing wounded  to  various  hospitals,  which  are  lo- 
cated in  different  parts  of  the  country.  A  graphic 
description  of  a  newly  set  up  Army  Hospital 
train,  which  was  designed  and  equipped  at  the 
order  of  the  Surgeon  General,  is,  described  as 
follows. 

1.  Two  cars  are  made  into  wards  to  pr^)vide 
space  for  sixty-four  bed  patients. 

2.  A  unit  car  with  a  kitchen  capable  of  mess- 
ing five  hundred  patients. 

•  3.  A  unit  car  with  dressing  room  completely 
equipped. 

4.  One  car  to  quarter  the  train's  detachment. 

5.  Seats  and  berths  furnished  in  two  standard 
pullmans  with  accommodations  for  approximate- 
ly two  hundred  and  sixty  walking  sick  and 

i  wounded  patients.  . 
!       6.  One  car  for  supplies  and  eqiiipment. 
I       7.  A  unit  car  with  bertli  and  office  space  for 
i  the  train  Surgeon. 

8.  Large  double  doors  on  both  sides  of  every 
car  for  ease  in  loading  litters  on  trains. 

9.  The  total  train  capacity  of  four  Officers, 
six  Nurses  and  thirty-three  Enlisted  men,  and 
tJiree  ■  hundred  and  twenty-four  patients. 

Recently  the  above  set-up  was  changed  be- 
cause of  lack  of  essential  materials,  but  the  above 
description  gives  us  an  approximate  picture  of 
the  composition  of  a  tjiJical  hospital  train.  These 
trains  are  completely  equipped  for  any  emergen- 
cy measure  and  have  in  a  compact  space  the  fa- 
cilities of  a  modern  hospital. 

The  Surgeon  General  is  doing  all  in  his  power 
to  transport  our  wounded  and  sick  in  the  most 
comfortable  way  and  we  are  all  in  favor  of  giv- 
ing these  '  casualties  the  best  accommodations 
possible.

'Field  Commissary.  .  As  most  all 
men  in  the  service  know,  some 
months  ago  an  actual  daily  count 
was  initiated  for  each  meal  and 
the  issue  of  rations  become  based 
not  on,  company  strength,  but  on 
a  daily  average  of  men  eating  in 
the  mess.  This  did  two  things:  (1) 
It  eliminated  the  waste  due  to 
some  men  not  eating  all  meals, 
and  (2)  It  compensated  for  the 
normal  drop  in  attendance  over 
the  week  end  or  during  the  period 
around  pay  daj'.

CHECKS  THE  MAN 

In  order  to  prevent  monotony 
of  me.iu,  it  is  necessary  for  the 
Mess  Sergeant  to  have  each  day's 
menu  approved  by  the  Mess  Of- 
ficer. Approving  a  menu  is  not 
^just  a  matter  of  "signing  on  the 
j  dotted  line."  The  menu  is  read 
I  very  carefully  and  where  prac- 
jticable,  suggestions  are  offered  as 
1  preparing  a  vegetable  or  meat  in 
a  different  manner,  serving  ice 
tea  on  a  hot  day  instead  of  cof- 
fee, substituting  one  item  for  an- 
other. 

Why  is  substitution  necessary? 
Due  to  the  present  food  situation 
certain  meats,  Vegetables  and 
other  foods  may  be  lacking  or  Mie 
sp  scarce  that  they  will  only  be 
issued  spa.smodically.  This  neces- 
sitates a  deviation  by  the  Field 
Commifeary  from  the  Master 
Menu.'  Therefore,  the  mess  may 
receive '  spinach  or  greens  two 
days  in  a  row  or  every  day  for 
several  days,  or  possibly  ham  may 
be  issued  and  substituted  for 
chicken,  beef,  or  some  other  meat. 
When  this  substitution  of  like 
foods  occurs  frequently,  identical 
preparation  day  after  day  would 
become  monotonous.  Here  then 
is  the  value  of  knowing  how  to 
prepare  the  same  foods  in  a  dif- 
I  ferent  manner.  By  preventing  mo- 
notony of  diet  for  those  eating  in 
I  the  niess,  wastage  of  food  is  also 
prevented. 

After  each  meal  there  is  bound 
to  be  a  small  quantity  of  food  re- 
maining. If  the  particular  food  is 
of  a  type  that  will  not  spoil,  it  is 
not  thrown  out,  but  it  is  saved' 
until  the  next  meal,  and  served 
at  that  time  in  the  same  mafiner 
as  the  previous  meal,  or  as  a  com  - 
ponent of  a  dish  that  has  been 
prepared  specif ically"  for  that  cer- 
tain meal.  By  looking  ahead  and 
using  his  experience  in  preparing 
various  foods,  the  Mess  Sergeant 
can  cut  wastage  of  food  due  to 
left-overs  to  an  absolute  minimum. 
EYE  ON  QUALITY 

The  personnel  eating  in  the 
messes  have  been  cautioned  t( 
take  only  what  they  can  eat.  Com 
plaints  are  sometimes  heard  that 
a  man  could  eat  a  lot  more  than 
he  gets.  Ninety-nine  times  out  of 
a  hundred  this  soldier  will  refer 
to  one  item  only,  and  that  is  meat. 
However,  if  all  that  is  offered  on 
a  menu  is  taken,  and. eaten,  the 
soldier  will  benefit  from  a  full, 
varied  meal,  containing  the  proper 
quantities  of  all  foods.  A  soldier 
cannot  exist  on  just  meat,  or  just 
potatoes,  or  just  vegetables.  He 
must  have  a  balanced  ineal. 

The  waste  cans  are  inspected 
frequently  i)y  the  Mess  Officers 
and  Mess  Sergeants  for  excessive 
wastage  by  those  men  eating  in 
the  mess.  They  are  often  cau- 
tioned when  scraping  their  trays 
of  food  not  consumed  to  be  more

Rules  on  Uniform 
Wear  Published 

Upon  honorable  discharge  from 
the  Army,  wearing  of  the  regula- 
tion uniform  is  permissible  tinder 
two  circumstances  only,  as  out- 
lined by  law,  according  to  infor- 
mation reaching  headquarters 
from  the  War  Department. 

It  is  permissible  that  the  sol- 
dier wear  the  uniform  in  traveling 
from  his  point  of  discharge  to  his 
home,  providing 'this  occurs  with- 
in three  months  after  leaving 
service.  Also  upon  occasions  of 
ceremony,  men  who  bave  served 
during  war  may  wear  the  uniform 
of  the  highest  grade  which  they 
held  during  that  period. 

Other  use  of  the  uniform  is  fort- 
bidden  as  outlined  in  the  National 
Defense  Act,  which  carries  a  pen- 
alty of  six  months  imprisonment, 
or  $300  fine,  or  both,  for  its  vio- 
lation. These  penalties  do  not  ap- 
ply to  wearing  of  the  uniform  by 
retired  officers  or  enlisted  men 
of  the  regular  army. 

These  men.  may  wear  the  uni- 
form after  discharge,  but  are  ob- 
ligated to  behave  so  as  not  to 
bring  discredit  upon  the  service.

Yank  Dehydrated  Foods 
Surpass  Nazi  Products 


Captured  Foodstuffs 
Are  Too  Moist,  Lack 
Color,  Flavor,  Texture 

Knowing  that  tests  have  proved 
a  mistalcen  idea  that  a  man 
■ill  eat  anything  if  he  is  hungry 
enough.  Army  chefs  who  have 
attended  the  dehydrated  food 
courses  at  the  Bakers  and  Cooks 
School  at  Fort  Benning,  Ga.,  will 
serve  delectable  meals,  complete 
from  'soup  and  fruit  juice  cock- 
tails to  desiserts  for  American 
soldiers  here  and  overseas,  mak- 
ing their  meals  from  ingredients 
composed  of  little  shreds  or  pow- 
der-like substances. 

Whether  the  unit  happens  to 
„>'  a  WAAC  outfit,  a  gi-oup  of 
hospital  dieticians,  or  straight  G. 
I.'s  on  the  battle  line,  it  v.'ill  have 
experts  who  can  take  four  pounds 
of  dehydrated  potatoes  and  pre- 
pare servings  for  100  persons  in 
style  they  prefer,  whether 
mashed,  au  gratin,  Lyonnaised, 
scalloped  or  American  fried. 
Fort  Benning  dehydrated  cook- 
.g  instructors  train  tlieir' stu- 
dents to  take  a  lew  nuggets  of 
dehydrated  apples  and  whip  them 
up  into  a  luscious  pie,  or  a  few. 
ounces  of  beef  and  eggs  and  do 
them  up  like  a  chef  in  a  fine 
hotel  would  prepare  ■  the  food 
its  natural  state.  Taste,  color,  fla- 
vor and  aroma  of  the  foods  are 
retained,  lor  the"  most  part,  as  in 
the  original  article. 

These  cooks  need  -only  water 
and  a  little  heat  to  mix  with  xhe 
odd-looking  contents  of  theij 
packages  and  cans  to  prepare 
their  meals.  They  take  a 
gallon  can  of  tomato  flaki 
example,  mix  it  with  a  certain 
ratio  of  water,  stir  it  up  thor- 
oughly, arid  soon  have  a  quarter 
of  a  ton  of  rehydrated  tomatoes 
on  their  .hands  for  use  as  tomato 
juice  coclctails,  catsup  or  escal- 
loped  tomatoes. 

These  students  learn  that  the 
substances- tliey  cook  with  origin- 
ally v.-ere  fresh  foods  from  which 
a  large  peixentage  of  water  and 
inedible  portions  like  peels,  bones 
and  seeds  have  been  removed, 
and  that  such  foods  are  harvested 
at  the  peak  of  their  maturity, 
are  carefully  selected  varieties, 
and  are  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
dried  by  scientifically  controlled 
processes.  They  retain  most  of 
their  original  food  value  and  vi- 
tamin content. 

WATEP  AND  HEAT 
The  cooks-to-be  are  told  tliaC 
while  Egyptians  centuries 
used  similar  methods  of  pr 
ving  figs  and  dates  in  a  dried 
state,  the  art  of  using  dehydrated 


food  on  a  large  scale  is  virtually 
an  innovation.  They  find  that  la- 
bor, time,  shipping  space,  weight 
and  precious  metals  are  saved  as 
a  result  of  this  new  wrinkle  in 
the  realm  of  food.  For  example, 
these  cooks  know  that  three  ships 
of  dehydrated  food  equal  eight 
ships  of  raw  food  or  10  ships  ol 
canned  and  packed  food. 

Using  by  far  the  best  dehy- 
drated food  in  the  world,  these 
students  are  aware  that  dehy- 
drated |Bod  used  by  the  Ger- 
mans in  the  North  African  cam- 
paign has  been  captured  by  our 
troops  and  is  markedly  inferior 
to  American  products  because  it 
contains  a  higher  percentage  of 
moisture  and  is  off  in  color,  fla- 
vor and  natural  texture. 

Packed  in  moisture-vapor  proof 
packages  or  hermetically  sealed 
cans,  their  food,  the  students 
learn,  can  be  preserved  under  ex- 
treme climatic  conditions  due  to 
the  low  moisture  content  which 
prevents  freezing  in  the  frigid 
zones  or  molding  in.  the  torrid 
zones.  No  storage  other  than 
cool  dry  place  is  necessary. 

The  vegetables  most  commonly 
used  by  the  Army  in  a  .  dehy- 
drated state  are  sweet  and  Irish 
potatoes,  cabbage,  beets,  carrots, 
turnips  and  onions.  Most  of  them 
are  prepared  in  several  forms  for 
varied  uses,  and  are  adaptable 
to  all  methods  of  cooking.  Eggs, 
several  varieties  of  soups.  Cheese, 
spreads  of  apple  and  apricots, 
baked  beans,  butter,  cranberries, 
beverages  like  milk.  lemon, 
orange  and  grape  juices  and  so- 
luble coffee,  and  meats  including 
precooked  beef  and  pork,  and 
ham  and  sausage,  are  among  the 
other  items  prepared  on  a  large 
scale  for  Army  use. 

All  the  intracacies'  of  prepar- 
ing the  food  in  the  most  palatable 
form  possible  are  taught  the  stu- 
dents at  the  Fort  Benning  school. 
Each  student  develops  the  knack 
of  bringing  the  dehydrated  food, 
mixed  properly  with  water,  to  a 
slow  boil,  so  that  it  is  cooked 
until  it  is  tender  and  soft  and 
loses  the  firm  and  rubbery  feel- 
ing characteristic  of  most  foods 
in  a  dehydrated  form. 

The  Bakers  and  Cooks  School 
at  Fort  Benning  gives  two  courses 
in  the  preparation  of  dehydrated 
food.  One,  of  one-week  duration, 
is  for  those  who  will  act  as  dehy- 
drated food  cooks  in  their  varii 
ous  units.  A  two-week  co 
makes  finished  instructors 
can,  in  their  turn,  teach  others 
the  art  of  cooking  the  miiracle 
food,  .  .. 
Not  only  are  courses  in  dehry-

Manderin  is  used  for  writing  and 
con=:i'=  5  of  about  50,000  symbols, 
:  but  if  3,000  or  4,000  symbols  are 
learned,  it  is  a  task  well  accom- 
plished. 

This  difficult."  of  understanding 
js  the  result  of  lack  of  education. 
The  reason  for  the  lack  of  educa- 
tion being  the  ignorance  of  the 
Cnmese  people  in  over-looking  the 
importance  of  education.  From  the 
statistics  we  can  see  that  in  many 
pro\-mce6  only  2  per  cent  of  the 
children  went  to  school.  The 
province  of  Shansi  is  -the  leader 
with  70  per  cent  of  their  children 
now  studying.

Someone  Has  To  Stay  Home 
To  Teach  Others  How  To  Fight

A  friend  of  mine,  a  lieutenant  in  the  Signal  Corps,  wrote 
the  other  day,  "WTiat  in  hell  are  you  doing  in  an  academic 
regiment— and  what  is  it— an  outfit  where  they  teach  you 
the  three  R's 


It  amused  me  at  first.  Then  I 
patiently  explained  to  him- the 
functions  of  the  regiment.  But  I 
can  see  him  belaboring  me  with 
pity  the  next  time  we  meet.  He'll 
say  "How  many  times  were  you 
wounded— in  those  classroom  bat- 
tles?." .   .  . 

But  after  the  war  is  over,  It 
isn't  going  to  be  very  amusing  for 
the  men  in  this  outfit  to  stack 
their  accomplishments  against 
those  of  the  men  who  have  been 
across.  Demonstrations  of  a  hori- 
zontal butt  stroke  to  a  group  of 
O.  C.'s  isn't  nearly  as  glamorous 
or  dangerous  as  the  deliverance 
of  a  similar  stroke  on  the  puss 
of  a  Jap  or  German. 


You're  apt  to  find  yourself  try- 
ing to  find  some"  possible  danger 
which  you  faced  in  order  to  make 
your  deeds  measure  up  to  those 
of  the  boys  who  saw  battle.  It's 
futUe  to  try  it.  You'U  be  forced 
to  draw  upon  your  imagination 
and  eventually  make  yourself 
look  ridiculous. 

How  many  of  you  remember  the 
"Battles  of  the  Aqueducts"  oi 
World  War  I?" 

There  were  a  lot  of  them  in  this 
country,  fought  by  men  too  young 
or  too  old  for  combaf  duty.  They 
were  formed  into  Home  Guards 
and  assigned  to  protect  aqueducts, 
power  lines  and  public  utilities 


in  areas  where  sabotage  was  not 
only  possible  but  probable. 
CHTOED  GUARDS 

And  when  the  veterans  of  '18 
came  back,  they  chided  those 
aqueduct  guards,  "So  you  fought 
in  the  Battle  of  Aqueduct?  Me,- 
I  was  at  Belleau  Wood,"  It  wasn't 
fair,  of  course.  Those  guards  were 
doing  their  bit.  They  were  safe- 
guarding' the  home  front.  But 
there  was  no  glory  in  it. 

There's  no  glory,  public  glory, 
that  is,  in  instructing  others  in 
the  arts  of  war.  But  it's  a  job  that 
has  to  be  done. 

The  men  you've  taught  or  have 
helped  to  teach,  will  appreciate 
that,  they  know  that  most  of  you 
are  fit  for  combat  duty  and  would 
gladly  go.  They  also  appreciate 
your  value  here  at  home.  But 
they'll  be  in  the  vast  minority. 
YOU'LL  WEAR  NO  MEDALS 

You'll  wear  no  medals, or  wound 
stripes.  You'll  be  one  of  the  army 
of  men  who,  the  misinformed  will 
believe,  had  a  soft  job  during  the 
war.  You  won't  have  the  fat  sal- 
aries of  the  civilians  (Think  of 
the  taxes  they're  paying)  and 
yqu'll  have  to  go  back  to  the  old 


battle  of  getting  a  Job  and  making 
a  living, 

But  you  yourself,  your  buddies, 
your  officers,  and  the  brass  hats 
in  Washington  will  know  that  the 
success  of  the  war  depended  in  a 
large  measure  on  how  well  YOU 
did  your  job; 

The  reward,  you  will  get  will 


Good  Monners  More  Importont 
In  Ariiiy  Than  In  Ciyilmn  Life 


The  truth  is  that  good  mannei-s 
are  much  more  important  in  the 
army  than  they  are  in  civilian 
life.  They  are  not  just  an  orna- 
mental assortment  of  affectations 
but'  actually  rules  of  conduct 
which  help  a  lot  of  individuals  of 
widely  assorted  natures  to  get 
along  with  one  another.- 

In  civilian  life,  if  you  dislike  a 
man  you  can  avoid  him.  In  the 
army,  no  matter  how  mfich  the 
habits  of  some  people  in  your  gar- 
rison may  irritate  you,  it  is  im- 
possible to  escape  thefr  company, 
people    place    too  high  a

value  on  what  they  call  "firank- 
ness"  and   think  it  shows  great 
honesty  in  their  characters  to  tell 
others  what  they  think  of  them 
(the  thoughts  usually  being  un- 
pleasant). That's  not  honesty,  it's 
just  plain  stupid  loutishness.  By 
the  same  token  .there  is  nothing 
hypocritical    in  being    civil  to  a 
.;; !  man  you   don't   like  or,  if  it  is, 
,  I  then  we  need  a  bit  more  hypoc- 
this  sad  world. 
BELT  OF  EGO 

All  of  us  have  a  thick  defensive 
armor  belt  of  ego  or  self  love. 
That  is:  we  think  we're  pretty 
good  and,  while  we're  very  free 
in  panning  some  Of  the  habits  and 
tricks  of  the  other  guy,  it  seldom 
occurs  to  us  that  some  of  our  own 
characteristics  may  annoy  people 
around  us.  Consequently  you'll 
find  that  the  lad  who  snatches  at 
everything  in  'the  mess  hall  and 
makes  a  racket  while  others  are 
asleep  is  the  one  who  gets  most 
indignant  when  other  people  pull 
the  same  stunts.  The  worst  of- 
fenders will  never  take  a  call  in 
good  grace,  admit  their  faults  and 
try  to  correct  them.  Instead  they 
bully  and  bluster  and  keep  right  . 
on  until  finally  a  wellplaced  Poke  J-'P-tance  ncreases 
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in  the  eye  convinces  them. 
Manners  are  one   of  the  few 

things  which  distinguish  men 
from  the  lower  animals.  While 
army  doesn't  provide  just  the 
right  silver  for  each  course  and 
batmen  in  mess  jackets  to  serve 
idually  it  tries  to  avoid 
in  its  mess  halls  a  scene  like  feed- 
ing time  at  the  zoo, 
TIMES  SQUARE 

When  a  certain  outfit,  not  too 
far  from  here,  was  first  formed 
hall,  immediately  the 
whistle  blew,  took  on  all  appear- 
ances of  the  Times  Square  subway 
station  during  rush  hours.  By  the 
time  the  end  of  the  chow  line  got 
seated  the  tables  looked  as  though 
a  plague  of  lopusts  had  swarmed 
over  them. 

The  result  was  that,  while  there 
was  nothing  left  for  some,  others 
had  snatched  and  grabbed  rtore 
than  they  could  eat  and  tiirew  half 
of  it  into  the  garbage  pail.

One  type  of  blister  which 
every  outfit  has  is  the  lad  who 
wanders  into  the  day  room,,  twirls 
the  dial  of  the  radio_  regardless 
of  whether  others  may  have  been 
listening  to  the  program  which 
was  playing  when  he  entered. 
When  he  finds  something  dumb 
enough  for  his  taste  he  turns  the 
volume  to  a  point  where  the  noise 
shakes  the  rafters  and  then  cas- 
ually strolls  out  of  the  room. 

Another  variety  of  military  pub- 
lic enemy  are  those  members  of 
the  Club  Latrine  who,  when  lights 
go  out  in  barracks,  cluster  ai;ound 


the  uniting  of  China  into  a  polit- 
ical democracy,  the  development 
of  a  school  system  and  a  better- 
ment of  social  and  agricultural 
conditions. 

In  the  year  1913,  after  a  short 
war  with  Juan  Shih  Kai,  the 
Kuohmintang  was  dissolved.  With 
the  death  of  Juan  Shih  Kai,  the 
people  s  party  began  once  more 
only  to  grow  tremendously  imtil 
June  8th.  1928,  after  a  successful 
battle  in  northern  China,  the  army 
took  ,  over  Peking,  the  seat  of  the 
reactionary  government.  The  new 
government  with  General  Tsiang 
Kai  Shek  -as  president,  took  over 
the  10th  of  October  1928.  T}je 
Kuohmintang,  working  on  its  goal, 
demanded  use  of  modem  methods 
m  agriculture, .  finance  and  also 
better  traffic  conditions.  Other 
steps  in  the  development  of  China 
were  brought  about  by  the  devel- 
opment of  school  system  and  in- 
dustries. 

Before  concluding,  I  would  like 
to  say  that  it  is  my  belief  that 
after  this  war,  China  will  becom^ 
I  a  mighty  nation  with  a  good  cen- 
jtralized  government  and  that  i' 
will  play  a  great  part  in  recon- 
struction and  rehabilitation  of  the 
'world.

No  one  wants  to  hear  them 
anyhow  but  this  type  of  loud 
speaker  can't  be  turned  off  by  the 
flick  of  a  switch. 

It  takes  more  than  a  glance  into 
a  mirror  to  see  yourself  as  others 
see  you  and  it's  just  as  well, 
otherwise  suicide  rates  would  take 
a  sharp  turn  for  the  worse.  After 
a  man  has  been  in  the  army  for  a 
few  months  he  has  the  roughest 
edges  worn  off.  It's  too  bad, 
however,  so  many  have  to  learn 
the  hard  way. 

However  important  good 
ners  may  be  in  making  life 
smoother  for  us  during  our  train-' 
ing  at  home  they  are  a  hundred 
times  more  so  abroad  and  their 
increases  in  the  ratio 
to  the  di.stance  from  our  own 
country.

The  stu- 
pid and  ignorant  always  think 
that  whatever  is  foreign  is  nece.";- 
.sarily  ridiculous  and'  this  attitude 
has  caused  trouble  all  through 
history  not  only  between  indi- 
viduals but  among  nations. 
STREET  CASANOVAS 

Street  corner  Casanovas,  for  ex- 
ample, may  be  pretty  hot.  when 
they  whistle  at  the  local  belles 
on  Broad  Street  or  spoUt  their

When  all  ii  said  and  done,  it's 
just  as  easy  to  cultivate  good 
manners  as  bad  ones  and  the  re- 
sult is  pleasanfer  for  the  Individ- 
"  man  and  the  world  at  large.
